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Council admits to 
painting over mural 

HARINGEY Council has admitted that one of its 
contractors painted over a community mural in 
Muswell Hill. 

The artwork by Matt Humphrey on the corner 
of Avenue Mews and Princes Avenue featured the 
faces of local traders. 

Those pictured have been speaking out in 
support of local trade as part of a global art 
project, Inside Out. 

Hornsey and Wood Green Liberal Democrat 
MP Lynne Leatherstone contacted the council last 
Wednesday after being told that the mural had 
disappeared - and local authority has now admit¬ 
ted in an email to councillors that it did paint over 
the mural. 

The message said: “You will be aware that 
recently artwork displayed in Muswell Hill by 
local traders was removed by our contractor as a 
fly-post following a complaint. 

“We are fully supportive of traders and street 
art projects. However, as we were not advised that 
the posters had been commissioned as community

artwork, they were removed. In the future, 
should such projects be notified to us, we will 
ensure that they are not removed.” 

Ms Featherstone said: “It is a travesty the coun¬ 
cil removed this artwork. They were fantastic 
portraits of local traders, inspiring a great sense 
of community cohesion and originality. 

“I cannot believe that common ense didn’t 
kick in at any point before the pictures were 
washed away.” 



FOUR ARRESTS IN SHAM 
WEDDINGS CRACKDOWN 


FOUR people have been arrested as 
part of a crackdown on sham marriages 
in Haringey. 

Two were held for visa offences and two on 
suspicion of making a false declaration during 
the operation by Home Office immigration 
enforcement officers. 

Officers working with Haringey’s registrars, 
carried out checks on a number of suspicious 
weddings that were due to take place at the 
register office in High Road, Wood Green. 

A Pakistani man, 28, was arrested on March 
26 for working in breach of his visa. He had 
been due to marry a Polish woman, 29. The 
woman was released after being questioned. 
The man has been granted immigration bail 
while his case is dealt with by the Home Office. 


Another suspected sham ceremony involving 
a Pakistani man and a Polish woman was also 
stopped the same day. 

The 23-year-old man and 19-year-old woman 
later went to Shoreditch police station, in east 
London, where they were arrested on suspicion 
of making a false declaration. Both have been 
bailed pending further inquiries. 

The final arrest took place the following 
day when a 20-year-old Turkish man was 
held for being in the UK illegally after it was 
found he had overstayed his visa. 

He was detained ahead of his removal from 
the country while the 29-year-old Bulgarian 
woman he was prevented from marrying was 
released after questioning. 

Officers had also targeted four other sus¬ 


pected sham weddings on March 26 involving 
Pakistani men and Bulgarian or Latvian 
women, but none of the couples attended the 
register office. 

Assistant director Steve Fisher, head of north 
London immigration enforcement for the 
Home Office, said: “Across London we are 
working closely with registrars to clamp down 
on sham weddings and civil partnerships. 

“This operation is another example of the 
success that we are having and more like this 
are planned in the future. 

“Those who would attempt to abuse the 
marriage system to get round our immigration 
laws should know that we will investigate 
and, if necessary, intervene and arrest 
those involved.”

Bail for man held 
in connection with 
fatal road collision 

A MAN arrested in connection with a car 
crash in which two passengers died has been 
released on police bail until May. 

Shaka Henry, 33, and Gregory Jones, 38, 
died after the car in which they were 
travelling hit a railway bridge in South 
Tottenham in the early hours of Friday 
March 29. 

The Audi was being pursued by police 
when it clipped a van and crashed into the 
bridge in Seven Sisters Road, close to the 
junction with St Ann’s Road. 

A 30-year-old man from Islington was 
arrested on suspicion of causing death by 
dangerous driving, driving under the 
influence, possession with intent to 
supply class A drugs and on suspicion of 
driving without a licence. 

He was taken to hospital following the 
collision before being taken to a north 
London police station and bailed to return in 
early May. 

A post-mortem at Haringey Mortuary last 
Tuesday gave the cause of death for Mr 
Henry as multiple head and chest trauma 
and multiple chest trauma for Mr Jones. 

An inquest opened at Barnet Coroner’s 
Court on the same day has been adjourned 
until a date to be fixed. 

Floral tributes have been laid at the scene 
of the accident in memory of Mr Jones, of St 
John’s Way, Archway, and Mr Henry, of 
Grenville Road, Hornsey. 

The Metropolitan Police Service’s 
Directorate of Professional Standards has 
been informed and the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission is investigating the 
circumstances surrounding the pursuit. 

Met officers are investigating the alleged 
traffic and drugs offences.

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MPs pay their respects 
to Margaret Thatcher

ALL three of the borough’s MPs have 
paid tribute to former Prime Minister 
and Finchley MP Baroness Thatcher, 
who died on Monday morning at the age 
of 87 after suffering a stroke. 

Despite their divergent political opin¬ 
ions, the trio - two Conservative and 
one Labour - credited Mrs Thatcher, 
who was Prime Minister from 1979 to 
1990, with playing a key role in their 
early political careers. 

Nick de Bois, Tory MP for Enfield 
North, spoke of his gratitude to Britain’s 
first female Prime Minister. 

“One of her biggest achievements was 
that she proved it didn’t matter where 
you came from - it was where you 
wanted to go,” he said. “She proved you 
didn’t have to be born with a silver 
spoon in your mouth to get on. 

“I came from a straightforward back¬ 
ground. My dad was in the RAF,” added 
the former businessman. 

“She liberated the economy. The 
consequence of that was I suddenly had 
a chance at being able to borrow some 
money and start my own business. 

“And in that sense she turned political 
theory into reality for me.” 

His Conservative colleague, David 
Burrowes, told the Advertiser that the 
formidable leader had had a huge 
impact on his life. 

The MP for Enfield Southgate said: 



“She inspired me to get into politics as a 
student. As a conviction politician she 
stood up for what she believed - as she 
said in her last speech in the Commons, 
to give back ‘control to people over their 
own lives and over their livelihood’. 

“Margaret Thatcher held the torch of 
freedom both at home and abroad. She 
will be missed but her influence and 
example will never be forgotten. 

“Margaret Thatcher was a great Prime 
Minister and one of the best politicians 
of the 20th century.” 

Edmonton Labour MP Andy Love 
admitted he respected her for her “strong 
views and strength of character”.

But he added: “I disagreed with every¬ 
thing Margaret Thatcher stood for in 
politics and believe that her policies did 
much harm to the country. 

“Many people suffered as a result of 
her premiership, especially working 
people and the poor, and millions 
lost their jobs and faced years of 
despair as their communities collapsed 
around them. 

“The consequences of her policies in 
Enfield, for example, can still be seen 
today in the loss of our manufacturing 
base in the east of the borough. 

“That’s something we’ve never recov¬ 
ered from in the intervening years.”

Waltham Trades 
Council members are 
campaigning to 
improve safety at 
industrial workplaces. 

Raymond Holmes, 
who died three years 
ago at the Coppermill 
Lane site, and 
Andrezej Rokita, 55, 
who died in 2010 after 
being struck by falling 
materials while 
working at M & M 
Contracting Ltd, in 
Midland Road, Leyton, 

will also be remembered. 

Campaigning alongside Waltham Forest 
Trades Council is Dave Knight, branch secretary 
for Waltham Forest Unison, who told the 
Advertiser : “This event is to remember the dead 
and to continue to fight for the living. We hope 
to highlight the importance of the laws that 
protect industrial workers. 

“Government legislation is being weakened all 
the time. We want to highlight that employers 
have a responsibility to protect the lives of those 
who work for them.”

Three charged 
with murder on 
housing estate 


Boy, 16, and two others remanded in custody

A 16-YEAR-OLD boy is one of three people 
who have been charged with the murder of a 
teenager who was shot dead in Edmonton 
last week. 

Mohammed Hussein, 19, was killed by a 
single bullet to the chest on a housing estate 
in Bounces Road on Easter Monday. 

Natneal Tefsay, 20, of Park Road, Bounds 
Green, and Christopher Aluma, 18, of 
Foxglove Close, Edmonton, were charged 
with murder on Friday. The 16-year-old, from 
Hackney, who cannot be named for legal rea¬ 
sons, was charged on Sunday. 

The trio appeared at the Old Bailey 
yesterday and were remanded in custody. 

Tributes to the victim have been pouring in 
since the fatal shooting - and in a prophetic 
message posted the day before he died, 
Mohammed tweeted that he hoped people 
would miss him when he was gone. 

The message on his personal Twitter 
account, @TeflonMo, reads: “I just hope that 
you miss me a little when I’m gone.” 

And on his Twitter biography, he wrote: “19 
years old, on the road to riches!” 

Last Tuesday, Hawa Hussein, Mohammed’s 
sister, tweeted: “No mother deserves a phone 
call at midnight to find out that her son 
passed away. He wanted to be happy and he 
suffered alone. It’s hurtful.” 

Dozens of friends and other relatives 
also took to Twitter to pay their respects to 
the teenager. 



Ibrahim Nourawale posted: “May Allah 
grant @TeflonMo jannah he was a beloved 
brother he will always be missed. This tragedy 
will bring us all together. Inshallah R.I.P.” 

And friend Rory Watson tweeted: “Rest in 
peace my brother @TeflonMo .Talking just 
yesterday arranging the link-up now I’m 
having to say this. My heart’s broken.” 

A woman by the name of Kaye posted 
several pictures of the teenager, with the 
words: “Rest in perfect peace Mo. @teflonmo 
can’t believe your gone love you forever 
never gonna be forgotten?” 

Flowers have been laid at the scene of the 
shooting. A police investigation continues.

In the run-up to the semi-finals, Nina admitted 
that some of her team would be studying topics 
that might come up in the contest - but that the 
most popular way for students to brush up on 
general knowledge was to spend extra time in the 
pub, specifically concentrating on quiz nights.

A TEENAGER who died on holiday on a Greek 
island almost six years ago was unlawfully killed, 
a coroner ruled last week. 

Jonathan Hiles was 18 ^ 
when he died after being C 
punched off a nightclub 
podium in Zante in 2007. 

Following his death, the 
Greek authorities accused 
Enfield student Andrew 
Symeou of his manslaughter. 

An inquest into Mr Hiles’ death was held last 
week at Cardiff Coroner’s Court. 

On Thursday, coroner Mary Hassel told the 
court that while someone was responsible for the 
death of Mr Hiles, from south Wales, Mr 
Symeou was not to blame. 


I cleared my name 
two years ago. It is 
closure for us now 


Speaking after the verdict, Mr Symeou, who is 
now 25, told the Advertiser. ’’This process has 
been a long road and has been extremely 
emotional. I cleared my name two years ago and 
this was the correct verdict. It is closure for us 
and now it is time to get on with our lives.” 

Mr Symeou was arrested in 
the UK in 2008, and following a 
legal battle was extradited to 
Greece under a European Arrest 
Warrant in 2009. 

» He spent a year languishing 
j in the notorious maximum- 
security Korydallos prison, in 
Athens, before he was released on bail. 

Following a lengthy trial, he was found not 
guilty of manslaughter in 2011. 

Mr Symeou consistently denied the charge, 
saying that friends were tortured by police, 
forcing them to implicate him in the crime.

AN Enfield cafe owner says a new 
scheme aimed at providing free hot 
drinks for the homeless will only benefit 
large coffee chains which will end up 
profiting from poverty. 

Karen Mercer, who runs My Coffee 
Stop on platform 1 at Enfield Chase 
railway station, in Windmill Hill, says 
the “suspended coffee” trend sweeping 
Europe won’t help the homeless and that 
there are better ways to help those who 
are down on their luck. 

The scheme, which is being supported 
by coffee shops across the country, 
encourages customers to pay for an extra 
drink, which is banked, or “suspended”, 
and given to a homeless person or a 
person in need at a later date. 

However, Karen, founder of the Shock 
Cash Mob movement, which promotes 
independent businesses in the borough, 
told the Advertiser that the scheme runs 
the risk of increasing companies’ profits 
while doing little to help homeless and 
vulnerable people. “ 

“If we did this at My Coffee Stop, we 
would be doubling our profits.” she said. 

“This scheme essentially makes profit 
from poverty. 

“Most independent coffee shops 
already give free hot drinks to people in 
need. One of our regulars is homeless 
and, of course, he is given a free hot 
drink. He is made to feel included. It is 
not a big thing, it’s just what we do.” 

In response to the suspended coffee 
scheme, Karen and her partner Gunter 
Hollenstein have adopted an alternative 
way of helping the homeless. 



The couple will work with homeless¬ 
ness charity Shelter From The Storm, 
which runs a shelter in central London, 
and instead of taking money from cus¬ 
tomers themselves the couple are asking 
those who want to help the homeless to 
text CAFE 13£2 to 70070. 

Coffee giant Starbucks is among those 
who have been under pressure to sign up 
to the suspended coffee scheme - but 
instead it is set to launch a system which 
enables customers to donate the price of 
a coffee to charity. 

The firm has linked up with community 


charity Oasis, which will dole out 
hot drinks to the homeless on behalf 
of Starbucks. 

The American chain, which hit the 
headlines last year after it emerged the 
company was dodging corporation tax, 
has also announced that it will match 
pound for pound every suspended coffee 
donation made by customers. 

Ian Cranna, vice-president of market¬ 
ing for Starbucks UK, said: “We want to 
play our part in contributing in a way that 
gets help straight to those who want and 
need it the most.”

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Most vulnerable 
could face cuts 
to their benefits

MORE than 1,800 residents in Enfield 
are at risk of losing some or all of their 
government support after changes to dis¬ 
ability benefits came into force this 
month. 

On Monday, the government intro¬ 
duced further changes to the welfare 
system, with Disability Living 
Allowance gradually being replaced by a 
new benefit known as the Personal 
Independence Payment. 

In Enfield, the number of DLA 
claimants is 12,270 and the government, 
which says the old system is outdated 
and that 71 per cent of claimants are 
never reassessed, estimates that 1,870 
people in the borough will lose some or 
all of the benefit following new face-to- 
face assessments and regular reviews. 

Disability campaigners say they approve 
of the move to the new graduated, 
points-based system, rather than the 
all-or-nothing DLA-style of benefit. 

However, they have expressed concern 
that many vulnerable people, including 
the deaf and mentally ill, could face a 
cut in crucial state support under the 
new system. 

Aaron Dryden, chief executive of 


Enfield Disability Action, said: “The 
scale of the transition to PIP is huge and 
we hope the government will be able to 
treat approximately two million national 
claimants fairly in the process, 
particularly those with mental health 
issues who often find it hard to engage 
in complex processes. 

“The assessments will be conducted 
by Atos, whose decisions on the 
Employment and Support Allowance are 
reversed in 38 per cent of appeals.

“This leads to our key message for 
disabled people - if you feel the decision 
is unfair, don’t hesitate to appeal.” 

Edmonton MP Andy Love claimed the 
stringent eligibility criteria for the new 
benefit are designed to fit Chancellor 
George Osborne’s budget cuts - and not 
to individual need. 

He called for reforms to be made only 
after consultation with the disabled. 

The Labour MP said: “This blunder¬ 
buss approach by the coalition govern¬ 
ment means that help for hundreds of my 


most vulnerable constituents has been 
taken away with no consideration for 
often very complicated needs.” 

A Department for Work and Pensions 
spokeswoman said: “Disability Living 
Allowance is an outdated benefit intro¬ 
duced more than 20 years ago and needs 
reform to better reflect today’s under¬ 
standing of disability, particularly for 
people with mental health conditions. 

“The Personal Independence Payment 
will include a new face-to-face assess¬ 
ment and regular reviews - something 
missing in the current system. 

“This will ensure the billions we spend 
on the benefit gives more targeted 
support to those who need it most.” 

According to the DWP, most existing 
claimants will not be reassessed until 
2015, following the publication of an 
independent review next year.

Beware privatisation 
in the health service 

WHILE it is important not to suggest that the 
GPs running Enfield’s clinical commissioning 
group are necessarily compromised by their 
private interests, it is paramount not to be 
naive about what the changes the government 
has made to the NHS represent. 

In February, the government published new 
regulations under section 75 of the Health and 
Social Care Act, which set out requirements 
for virtually all commissioning done by the 
National Commissioning Board and local 
CCGs to be put out to private tender. 

The seeds of large-scale privatisation have 
been sown and the process has been ongoing 
for about a decade. Private firms which began 
as GP co-operatives are now companies 
snatching up an ever greater slice of the newly 
available NHS cake. 

In any sector where the market is introduced, 
there is money to be made. Health is no 
exception, as we can see from the American 
system, so we must be on our guard when it 
comes to potential conflicts of interest. 

Blowing hot and cold 

AS we endure another spring month with only 
a sliver of sunshine, the plight of those without 
a roof over their heads is thrown into sharp 
perspective - especially in London where the 
chasm between the haves and the have- 
nothings grows greater by the day. 

And, of course, people are desperate to help 
them out, to salve their consciences and to 
think that thanks to their casual generosity, 
someone with nothing can enjoy the fleeting 
comfort of a hot drink. 

But what good is a fancy frothy coffee when 
you have nothing? Buying a “suspended” latte 
for a homeless person smacks of treating a 
migraine with a sugar pill.

Planned temple only 
eight per cent larger 


I AM the partner of the firm acting 
for the trustees of the Nagapooshani 
Ambaal Hindu temple in Church 
Lane, Edmonton, for their planning 
application. 

And in response to your feature on 
the plan to rebuild the temple 
{Advertiser, March 27), allow me to 
add some facts to the debate. 

Prior to making the application, an 
extensive car parking survey was 
undertaken and this was sent to 
Enfield Council. 

At 6.30am before any commuters 
arrived or the temple opened its 
doors, 65 per cent of the on-street 
parking space was occupied. At 
12.30pm, 75 per cent was occupied 
and at 7.30pm, 74 per cent was taken. 

In short, the parking issues arise 
not from visitors but from a lack of 
off-street parking for the residents. 

Nevertheless, at any time within a 
200-metre distance of the temple, 
on-street parking space is available. 

As for the design, the replacement

temple has a tower as a feature, just 
as the church standing in Church 
Road has a tower. 

It identifies the building as a place 
of worship, just as the present build¬ 
ing by its design reveals its original 


use as a warehouse. The tower is 
14.6m high, not 16m as reported. 

Contrary to your report, no new 
dwellings are proposed. 

The existing temple, hall and out¬ 
buildings are 478sq m in area. The 
planned replacement will be 598 sq m. 

Taking away from this total the 
toilets, shelters for the chariots and 
the plant room, none of which 
provide for worship or other activities, 
the figure reduces to 519 sq m. 

Whether or not the temple building 
is replaced, the temple has become 
established and is the place of 
worship for all Hindu Tamils living 
in the borough. 

It also plays its part in the wider 
community including with schools. 
The judgement to be made is 
whether is better for all for it to 
remain as it is or to replace it with a 
modern building fit for purpose.

On March 26, the Labour-led 
planning committee approved the 
building of a medical centre on 


MOL at Firs Farm Playing Fields, 
a centre for vulnerable adults 
on MOL at Albany Park and a pri¬ 
mary school on MOL at Enfield 
Playing Fields.

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Support for disputed school expansion 


Mum speaks out in favour of extra classes at George Spicer

AMID the furore surrounding expansion 
plans, a parent has spoken out in support 
of controversial proposals to enlarge one 
of the borough’s primary schools. 

Mother-of-two Gemma Baker, of Clive 
Road, Enfield, has welcomed the decision 
to add two extra forms of entry to recep¬ 
tion and Year 1 at George Spicer school, 
in Southbury Road, this September. 

And an extra two forms of entry will 
gradually be added to every year group, 
doubling the number of pupils at the 
school from 420 to 840 by 2019. 


Despite opposition from many residents 
living close to the school, planning chiefs 
at Enfield Council approved plans to 
expand George Spicer at a meeting last 
month. 

The decision was made in order to cope 
with the borough’s growing population. 

Mrs Baker told the Advertiser. “I do 
sympathise with the people worried about 
congestion and noise. 

“But I am speaking as a mother trying 
to get her daughter into a local school and 
I believe that local schools should be for 
local children. 

“When I moved here, I thought we 
would be fine, but the situation in Enfield 


with school places has got so bad. 

“Last year George Spicer only let in a 
few children who didn’t already have 
siblings at the school.” 

Mrs Baker added that if plans to build 
more flats in the area are approved, even 
more pressure will be placed on already 
oversubscribed schools. 

“Getting our kids into this school is all 
us mums talk about,” she said. “But now 
that the expansion has been announced, at 
least we know quite a few children will 
get in now.” 

Residents had objected to the decision, 
claiming there will be an increase in con¬ 
gestion and noise.

Fowler named head of 
new health watchdog 


ENFIELD Council has appointed a 
chairwoman to head the borough’s 
new health watchdog. 

Deborah Fowler, whose previous 
experience includes seven years as 
chief executive of Age Concern 
Islington and three years as a non¬ 
executive director on the boards of a 
number of NHS organisations, was 
handed the role as chief of 
Health Watch Enfield on Wednesday 
last week. 

Mrs Fowler’s appointment will be 
followed by the naming of a full¬ 
time paid chief executive and a 
number of trustees to the board. 

HealthWatch Enfield is responsi¬ 
ble for championing the rights of 
patients and families using NHS 
and private healthcare services, 

It has an annual budget of 
£250,000 and will replace the Local 
Involvement Network, representing 
patients on forums that will decide 
health and social care strategies for 
the borough. 

HealthWatch Enfield will operate 
alongside the new clinical commis¬ 
sioning group that will organise 
health services in the borough and 
also represent patients on the Enfield 
Health and Wellbeing Board. 

The newly-created board is a 
forum made up of representatives 


from the council and the CCG and 
will plan NHS services and address 
health inequalities in Enfield. 

Mrs Fowler said: “HealthWatch 
Enfield is about ensuring that what 
local people say about care and 
health services is listened to and 
acted on so the quality of care 
improves. 

“It is my role to help these local 
voices to be heard and I am looking 
forward to working with all sections 
of the community to achieve this.”

Disabled adults 
reap benefits 


of yoga

A YOGA teacher is hoping to continue 
her fitness classes for disabled people 
after a hugely successful opening month. 

Cathy Underwood, from Yoga4mums 
and Enfield’s Fit, has spent the past four 
weeks running a free exercise class for 
adults with learning disabilities and those 
on the autistic spectrum at the Dugdale 
Centre, in London Road, Enfield. 

The initiative has been made possible 
by the Get Active London, Give It A 
Go scheme. 

It is trying to build on the London 
2012 Olympic and Paralympic legacy, 
with two months of free activities in 
north London. 

Cathy told the Advertiser she had 
worked with adults and children with 
autism previously, but always in their 
own homes or in a specialist centre. 

She said: “I want to make exercise 
more accessible to an audience that is 
traditionally hard to engage with. A lot 
of it is done behind closed doors in the 
home - nothing is available outside of 
that. It would be really great to have a 
regular public class for this target group.” 

The class is a mixture of yoga, dance 


classes 

and general fitness activities. “Most 
people with learning disabilities and 
autism are on a lot of medication which 
can cause anxiety and depression,” 
explained Cathy. 

“The yoga gets them more connected 
with their breathing and music has a 
profound affect on people. It’s great 
way of getting them to relax. 

“If they are more aware of themselves, 
they can be more aware of others. It 
makes for better communication and 
self-esteem.” 

Angela Gray, a community support 
worker with Enfield adult social 
services, said: “Our service users get 
the same physical benefits as with any 
other type of exercise. 

“It also helps them to relax and 
increase their confidence. 

“There’s also the social interaction, 
meeting other people and making 
friendships in the public arena. It gives 
them an opportunity to access a class 
like you and I.” 

The classes take place every 
Wednesday until April 25 at 11am and 
Cathy is hoping funding will become 
available to carry on with them.

A COMMUNITY cinema will be popping up in 
a different location from next month. 

Screenings by Talkies Community Cinema 
are usually held in Southgate or Palmers Green, 
but the founders of the film nights say they are 
keen to reach out to audiences in other parts of 
the borough. 

And they will now be showing films at the 
Dugdale Centre, in London Road, Enfield. The 
first film to be screened at the Dugdale will be 
the Coen brothers’ A Serious Man on May 2.

“We usually have a group of people from our 
audience, a small panel that put forward ideas for 
what films we should show. 

“The Dugdale Centre project is something my 
daughter Kate initiated and she chose the films.” 

So far there have been five Talkies screenings, 
costing £5 a time, and there are plans for six or 
seven more in the coming months. 

David added: “We’re all quite interested in film 
and when my friend and I were retiring we decided 
to start Talkies. We talked about it in September 
and had our first screening in October.” 

The Dugdale screenings will take place on the 
first Thursday of the month until August. 

One advantage of showing films there is the 
layout, said David. He explained: “One of the 
things we enjoy are foreign language films. The 
other locations have been flat, so people have had 
trouble seeing the subtitles.” 

Talkies has received a £1,000 grant from the 


Palmers Green Festival. “It has really helped,” 
said David. “When we started out, we needed 
equipment. I put in money of my own and some 
friends helped out.” 

Among others from Palmers Green who are 
involved in the community cinema are Steve and 
Moira Foster, Sue Williamson and Shirley Rose.

Politicians must consider 
impact of steady increase 
in people living longer 


I T has been a momentous week. The death of 
Margaret Thatcher is the sad end of the life of 
one of our great prime ministers. 

As we now face an even more challenging state 
of public finances than in 1979, it is worth 
remembering the importance of strong, decisive 
leadership which provides opportunity for all. 

I believe the government’s changes in welfare 
are also momentous and true to Mrs Thatcher’s 
legacy of backing people who work and want the 
opportunity to get on in life. 

As of this week in Enfield, 116,481 people 
are paying less tax and 9,612 people are paying 
no tax at all following the increases in the 
personal allowance. 

Put another way, this month nine out of ten 
working households will be better off as a result 
of the changes the government is making. 

The cuts in benefits are tough for some but it is 
surely fair for a cap on benefits up to the 
equivalent of a £35,000 wage for a family. 

It is fair to the low paid who struggle without 
benefits to rent a flat in Enfield, that people 
should not get more than £400 a week in housing 
benefit. 

It is fair for those waiting on a long council 
housing list that council tenants have to 
contribute if they have an extra bedroom, like 
private tenants in receipt of housing benefit have 
done for years. 

It is fair to break the cycle of welfare depen¬ 
dency for the hundreds of children in Enfield who 
live in families where no-one has worked. 

It is fair that £1 in every £6 of tax that working 
people pay should not continue to go on working- 
age benefits. 

And it is fair that the government reduces the 
welfare bill, which is more than is spent on 
schools. So it must be fair to make sure people in

Enfield are better off in work than on benefits.

J UST ten days into the new fragmented 
National Health Service and people are 
asking: “How will it all end?” 

For the first time in the history of the NHS, the 
majority of treatments will be put out to tender, 
with private organisations competing to win 
contracts to provide healthcare. 

GPs are allowed to keep some services within 
the NHS, but only in particular circumstances, 
such as when no private sector provider comes 
forward to bid. 

Everything else is up for grabs. 

That is how the Conservative-supporting Daily 
Telegraph sees the new NHS. 

We are baffled, bemused and bewildered by a 
government that came in promising to start a 
bonfire of quangos, but instead has created a 
huge network of new healthservice quangos. 

They are headed by a 6,000-plus, Leeds-based 
National Commissioning Board supervising 211 
separate Clinical Commissioning Groups. 

They will have £65billion to spend - Enfield 
CCG’s share is £295million. 

Another new quango, Public Health England, 
with a £5.45bn budget, has given Enfield £12.9m. 

If that sounds a lot, a new report, Ready For 
Ageing, should swiftly remove any complacency. 
This report by a House of Lords committee 


warns that only eight years from now, the current 
healthcare system will be underfunded to the 
tune of £54bn, because people are living longer 
and surviving with long-term health conditions. 

Among people over 65, diabetes will increase 
by more than 45 per cent, arthritis, stroke and 
coronary heart disease cases will rise by more 
than 50 per cent, dementia will be up by more 
than 80 per cent to 1.98million and the number of 
people needing social care will rise by more than 
90 per cent. 

Professor Sarah Harper, director of the Oxford 
Institute of Population Ageing, told the Lords: 
“You can say that 50 per cent of babies born in 
2007 will still be alive by the time they are 103.” 

I don’t see signs of politicians of all parties - 
and the decision-makers - considering the 
pensions and health costs on the economy if in 
2021 there are 39 per cent more people aged 85 
and over.

Town clock finds 
its voice after two 
decades of silence

A TOWN clock is ringing out for the first time 
in more than 20 years after being moved to a 
new home. 

The 110-year-old town hall clock has been put 
up in Fore Street, Edmonton, after spending 
almost a quarter of a century in storage after its 
original home was demolished. 

The clock was a part of Edmonton Town Hall 
until the building was knocked down in 1989. 

It has been unveiled at its new location by 
Enfield Mayor Kate Anolue and Andrew Stafford, 
cabinet member for finance and property and 
Edmonton Green ward councillor. 

Mr Stafford said: “This historic timepiece is 
very much a part of the borough’s history and 
heritage and we are delighted it has been returned 
to its rightful place in Edmonton Green. 

“Many residents remember the old town hall 
and the clock as they were married in the town 
hall and others used the clock to keep time as they 
went to work or conducted their daily business. 

“It has been an important part of the community 
for more than 100 years and the whole of 
Edmonton Green is pleased that we’ve managed to 
return the clock and retain a little of the area’s his¬ 
tory and heritage for future generations to value.” 

The relocation of the clock was made possible 
after the council secured a £35,000 grant from the 



Mayor of London’s Outer London Fund, which 
was launched by Boris Johnson in 2011 to 
support the growth of London’s local areas and 
high streets. 

The council also used money from its own 
neighbourhood regeneration capital programme. 

After finding and securing planning permission 
for the new site, the council had to install a 
regulator, which will keep the time, and build a 
new structure to support the clock. 

The clock was made by William Potts & Sons of 
Leeds in 1903 and installed on the Knights Lane 
side of the town hall. 

When the building was extended the same year, 
the clock was moved to face Fore Street. 

Today the clock is located on the corner 
of Bridge Road and Fore Street, opposite its 
original site.

The Knitting Circle, which will 
be staged at the Dugdale Cen¬ 
tre, in London Road, on April 25 
and 26, brings together the chill¬ 
ing testimonies of survivors - 
including five from Enfield. 

Playwright Julie McNamara 
spent two years living and 
working at Harperbury Hospital, 
in Radlett, Herts. 

The Knitting Circle is based on 
tales of people’s lives inside the 
hospital, which was built in 1927. 

Julie said: “Over 20 years ago 
I ran a women’s group inside 
one of the old hospitals, where 
I lived and worked for two years. 

“You had to be seen to be 
doing something for the hospital 
shop, so a knitting circle was 
suggested. 

“Two years ago I found an old 
tape from some of the women 
in that group. I learned a lot 


about love and a whole heap of 
mischief - and I still can’t knit!” 

Two of the five former residents 
of the hospital from Enfield were 
also members of the knitting 
circle - and, like Julie, they still 
can’t knit today. 

The Harperbury Hospital could 
accommodate 2,000 patients, 
with epileptics of all ages and 
others cast aside from society 
among those admitted. 

According to Julie, the hospital 
later became the last stop for 
people with learning difficulties. 

With authentic statements 
from the survivors, The Knitting 
Circle gives a glimpse into the 
asylums that were closed down 
in the 1980s and also celebrates 
the strength of the human spirit. 

The play’s director, Paulette 
Randall, was associate director 
of the London 2012 Olympic 
opening ceremony. 

The performances of The 
Knitting Circle start at 8pm.

IF there is a funnier, more joyous and 
entertaining night currently to be had in the 
West End than at The Book Of Mormon, then 
it has passed me by. 

The songs, the acting, the jokes, the sheer 
exuberance of the latest Broadway musical to 
make its way across the Pond are all an 
absolute delight. 

This show has plenty of jokes that fly close to 
the wind - what else could be expected from 
the makers of South Park? - but there are lots 
of tamer ones, too. 

And what’s more they are all genuinely funny, 
while poking fun at the silliness of Mormonism 
and religion in general in the process. 

Gavin Creel as Elder Price is astonishing. With 
his perfectly quiffed hair and gleaming white 
smile, he is the golden boy - a sort of Gareth 
Bale, of the Mormon missionaries. 

Creel gives the character a depth and is oh so 
funny as he sings his love song to Orlando, 
Florida, and as he tries to grin and bear it 
when he is sent to Uganda, in east Africa, to 
spread the word of the prophet Joseph Smith. 

I am not sure I agreed with the final 
message - that to believe in something, 
however false, is better than believing in 
nothing at all - but I was laughing and 
enjoying myself far too much to care. 

The Book Of Mormon’s ultimate faith in 
humanity in all its ridiculous glory is ultimately 
what makes this such a winning show.

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Spoilt for choice by 
Adam’s large family

Y OU could argue Vauxhall is 
a bit late to the party when it 
comes to the fashion-led 
supermini segment domi¬ 
nated by the triumvirate of the Mini, 
the Fiat 500 and the Citroen DS3 - 
but the Adam’s tardiness might just 
be the making of it. 

Buyers in this lucrative segment of 
the car market are looking for some¬ 
thing different, something they can 
make their own. With that in mind, try 
this on for size - the Adam comes in 
BILLIONS of possible combinations. 

There are around 60,000 for the 
exterior and roughly 80,000 for the 
inside - but as some combinations 
aren’t allowed for either stylistic or 
manufacturing reasons, the four 
billion-plus theoretical possibilities 
get cut back a bit. 

You can choose to change more 
than you can on any other car - so 
much so that you might realise that 


the light is fading outside and the 
sales staff have all gone home as 
you deliberate over your decision. 

Ultimately, there will be 40 styles 
of wheel alone before you move into 
wheel colours and clips. 

Expect the 12 funkily-named 
exterior colours, including Papa 
Don’t Peach, James Blonde, Buzz 
Lightgreen and I’ll Be Black, to be 
expanded as well - and before long 
there might just be an Adam for just 
about every person on the planet 

But if you prefer you can just 
choose an Extreme Pack, which 
basically gives you a ready-made 
design built from a combination 
of the available choices into a 
cohesive look. 

On more familiar ground there are 
three trim levels, but none will have 
any identifying badges so no one 
will necessarily know whether any 
individual Adam is the cheapest but 
still well equipped Jam, the mid-range 
Glam or the sporty Slam. 


The engine will stay a secret, too, 
from a choice of 1.2 and 1.4 petrols. 
There is no diesel and never will be, 
according to Vauxhall. There is just 
no demand for it in a car this small, 
based on a shortened and heavily 
modified Corsa chassis. 

The larger engine is much more 
responsive than the 1.2, which feels 
a bit dim-witted at times compared 
to the genuinely sharp and lively 
character of the 1.4. It comes in two 
power outputs and either will do the 
job nicely. 

The 1.4 is lightweight, too, which 
gives the Adam a lovely and nimble 
feel at the front wheels. It bites into 
turns, all the more so with larger, 
wider wheels and tyres fitted. 

There’s not much body roll either. 
Strengthening work around the 
suspension has done wonders and 
even if you only potter around, there 
is a certain sense of joie de vivre that 
is partly thanks to the interior style 
and partly down to the well-judged 



balance between the steering, pedals 
and the slightly notchy five-speed 
gearbox. 

There’s not a massive amount of 
room in the boot although it’s rela¬ 
tively deep and you can squeeze in a 
surprising amount of soft baggage. 

Vauxhall hasn’t been shy with the 
equipment - including a clever 
touch-screen “Intellilink” interface 
that simply transfers your smart¬ 
phone’s main functions to the 
display - but even that takes a back 
seat to the car’s enjoyment and 
feel-good factor. 

The Adam has learned from its 
rivals and moves the game on. 
Astonishing customisation potential 
in a great-looking starting package 
is likely to be a significant ace up the 
Adam’s sleeve.

IT’S TENSE AS SPURS 
STRUGGLE FOR FORM

CLINT DEMPSEY admits that there has been 
a noticeable tension at White Hart Lane in recent 
matches as Tottenham Hotspur desperately attempt 
to secure the top-four Premier League finish they 
require to claim a place in the Champions League 
for next season. 

Spurs needed a late Gylfi Sigurdsson strike to 
snatch a 2-2 draw at home to Everton on Sunday 
- a result which leaves them with just one win 
from their past six matches in all competitions, as 
they appear to be losing form at the wrong time. 

The draw saw them slip below Chelsea into 
fourth place on goal difference, with Arsenal just 
two points behind in fifth with a game in hand. 

“It’s been tense in the past few games at home,” 
said American international Dempsey. “Eve felt 
like that’s how the atmosphere has been. 

“I don’t know if it’s been affecting performances. 
There are a few teams who are right there in the 
fight for the Champions League, and it makes it 
more interesting for people to watch. 

“It’s a little bit more stressful, but it’s a good 
stress. At least we’re pushing to try to get that spot. 
It’s going to come down to the end, and hopefully 
we have enough character to get the job done. 

“You’ve got to play. You’ve got to keep going and 
do everything you can to help the team. The race 
for a top-four finish will be a fight all the way. We 
would have liked all three points against Everton, 
but it was an important point.” 

Spurs made a dream start to Sunday’s match as 
Emmanuel Adebayor gave them the lead after 
little more than 30 seconds, but goals from Phil 
Jagielka and Kevin Mirallas put the visitors in 
control and they looked set for victory until 
Sigurdsson struck from close range on 87 minutes. 

The result means that Tottenham’s destiny is 
no longer in their hands and, with games against 
Manchester City and Chelsea still to come, 
head coach Andre Villas-Boas is convinced that 
the battle for Champions League qualification 


will remain tight right through until the end of 
the season. 

“I think it could go down to the wire,” he said. 
“We want to win games and it depends on how 
many points we can get. We don’t look at ghosts 


in the past - we try to do our job properly. Arsenal 
feel their belief is because they finish seasons 
very strongly, and that belief helps them. 

“I don’t think we relaxed after getting the early 
goal. You give Everton a small amount of space 


and they punish you. It was an entertaining game 
of football. 

“I think it was a good performance by the team, 
individually and collectively, although it was not 
the result that we wanted.”

THE London Skolars put up a brave fight 
before eventually bowing out of the Tetley’s 
Challenge Cup with a 38-32 defeat at 
Whitehaven on Sunday.
